London, Aug. 29.— In the House of Com- 
mons to day Rt. Hon. Joseph Chamberlain, 
Beorotary of atato for tho colonies, aakeil 
leavo to introduce a bill for the purpose of 
romoving all doubta as to the validity of the 
act of the Dominion of Canada respecting 
tho deputy speaker of tho Senate. He ox- 
pluinid that this bill waa prepared by a pro- 
deceBSor, and that there was no doubt of the 
validity of tho aot, but it was boat to make 
tho matter eortain. Mr. Chamberlain also 
aid that ho waa not aware that tho matter 
had been mode a party queation in Canada. 
Tho bill ^mutually paBaod ilB first reading. 

The weekly atatemont of the Bank of 
England, iBsued to-day, Bhowa the following 
ahangen compared with the previous ao 
oount i Total reserve, incroaeed £984,000 ;

changed, Proportion of the Bmk of Eng- 
land's reserve to liability, which laat week 
wbb 69 17 por oent.. is now 60 11 per oent. 
The Bank of England rate of discount re- 
maina unchanged at 2 per oent. 

Tho London, Brighton & South Coast 
Railway Company haa deoidod to pay the 
bulk of the claims for damages growiDg out 
of the collision between the Lyon and the 
Seaforth in tho Eugliah Channel and the 
aubaequont sinking of the latter. Tho com' 
pany will not attempt to raiae tho Seaforth 
Hippolyte Raman, the playwright, com. 
mittod Buioido in Paris by shooting himself 
with a revolver. 

A duel with piBtola was fought near 
Ajiioclo, Corsioa, by Signor Benodetti, a 
journalist, ond Dr. Alexandria. The latter 
waa killed. The quarrel whfrh brought 
about the encountor grew out of a political 
discussion. 

Torpedo boat No. 14 waa capBized on 
Wedneoday In too North eon, and thirteen 
persons aro reported drowned. 

Fire at Hooge Zwaluwe, Brabant, deatroy 
ed forty-three houaes. Fifty families have 
been rendered homeless, but no losa of life 
la reported. 

The Gorman trading associations now in 
conference at Auguatburg, Bavaria, have 
adopted a resolution in favor of a gold 
standard. 

The Cologne Lokal Anzeinger'e Copenha 
gen dispatch says that the betrothal of the 
Prince Christian of Denmark and tho Prin 
cess Maud of WaleB will ba proclaimed on 
September 7- 

Half the town of YukonolT, Smolensk, 
Russia, containing about 4,000 inhabitants, 
has been deatroyed by fire. 

The case of Dr. Anderson, who haa com- 
plained of illegal treatment at the hands of 
judges at Tobago, an island of the British 
West Indies, haa been brought to tho notice 
of several members of the House of Commons 
by Earl Stamford, president of tho civil 
rights defence committee. ABeistance haa 
been promised Dr. Anderson and it haB been 
agreed that his case shall bo investigated. 

Four thousand additional laborers have 
joined in the Dundoo mill workers' strike. 
It is eatimated that fully 30,000 persons 
are now idio through tho strike. 

Ex Speoker Crisp vialtod tho Houso of 
Commons yeatorday ae the gueab of Speaker 
Gully and saw a division counted. He after- 
wards said he prefers the method of voting 
in congress. Tho ex Speaker, who haB just 
returned from Ireland, said that after wit- 
nessing tho prosperous oondition of England 
and France, ho felt aad whilo in Iroland at 
the evident lack of prosperity. He saw 
much want there, but thinks it a beautiful 
country and wsb charmed with the people.

The Kirk- 
patrick match waa fired this morning, it 
being a*. 500 and 600 yards, ten shots, and 
proving a aovere teBt, of staying powers of 
tho rlllomon. Pto. Hinda, of tho 15th Bat- 
talion, took this opportunity to oomo to the 
front with a sooro of 95 out of tho 100 poBBi- 
bio, equalling the rooord loft by a Britiah 
Columbian last yoar and winning the first 
prize.

Turnbull, with 81, took tho 42nd, If 4. The 
team competition in connection with this

Sho was Inaurod for S7,000 in the Equitable 
Life, on a policy taken in December last. 
There was no suspicion of foul play in con- 
nootion with tho death, but early in July 
another policy for $5,000 was applied for in 
tho Home Life, of Toronto, and tho aamo 
phyaioian who paasod tho firab application 
passed thia. Whilo the policy was awaiting 
ucooptanco at tho head cilice, tho woman 
died. Upon investigation, it was found 
sho had died from uu acute form of oon 
Bumption. An investigation Ib aBked to aa 
certain if there waa a deliberate 00L3plracy 
to dofraud.

The Imperial order-in-oouncil prohibiting 
pelagic sealing in the vicinity of certain 
Ruifilon Islands is founded on an aot passed 
in tho luBt hours of the Riaebery adminis- 
tration. The ordor does not bring into 
force nearly all the restrictive regulations 
which tho Britiah govornmont hod powor to 
promulgate Thia ia regarded hero aa indi- 
cating tho breadth of Mr. Chamberlain's 
colonial polioy. Groat things are accord- 
ingly hoped of tho now colonial secretary.

HIb Associate Allen Makes a Startling State- 
ment as to the Crimes Committed 
by Them. 

Little Rock, Ark., Aug. 29 —J. C. 
Allen, alias Caldwell, the convicb serving a 
ten years' sentence here for horse stealing, 
has made a statement bo Warden Moore of 
H. H. Holmes and his operations. The 
warden bolieveB the man knows a groat 
deal more than he has told. Having de- 
tailed the conversations as bo the making 
away with Pitzol and others, Allen said : 

" Tho building in Chicago known aa the 
' Caatle ' was erected eapeoially for a 
deathtrap, and during my association with 
Holmes I was in it often, in faot I occu- 
pied a room there. A stranger to the city 
during the World's fair woe decoyed Into 
that caatlo and murdered for hia money. 
He did nob have aa much money aa Holmes 
thought— only S3, 700. A bright little boy 
waa onticed into tho caatle during the fair 
and held in a room for five daya for a re- 
ward for hia recovery. No reward being 
offdrod, they woro afraid tc turn him oat, 
and tho gas was turned into his room at 
night and he waa Buffocated. I could men- 
tion othor such oases of crime oommltlsd in 
the oastlo and destroyed in my preaonce, 
but these ore Buffioicnt, excepb ono, and 
that was of Annie Williams. The oausotf 
her killing, aa explained by Holmca, waa 
that ono of tho girla njUBt bo pub out of the 
woy, and that ho oould manage Minnie easier 
than he oould Annlo, Minnie waB crazy in 
love with Holmes, and Bho waa jealous of 
her siator, aa Holmes wna paying her some 
attontion too, and he took particular pains 
to incrooao hor jealousy, to work her up to 
the point of doing the deed to got Annie 
Williams out of the way."

Healthy and Hopeful. 

In hiB cironlar dated Now York, Aug. 24, 
Henry Clews Bays : " The general situation 
in Wall street remains virtually uuohungod. 
Both sides of the stook markeb admit that, 
so far us rospoots material conditions, tho 
outlook ie good. It is concoded thab tho 
harvest outoomo, taken aa a whole, ii likely 
to be at least a good avorago, and that the 
money yield to the farmer promises to show 
an immense improvement on the past year. 
It is acknowledged that the commercial 
spirit ia healthy and hopeful, and that tho 
manufacturing interest is buoyed by tho ex- 
pectation of an inoroatod consumption. 
Thore sooms to be, only in exceptional cases, 
any check to home produatfon conse- 
quent upon the now tariff, and 
the danger from an excess of im- 
portations is certainly Iobb than has boon 
feared, and not likely to affeob adversely 
the exports of gold, except in the evont of a 
smaller export of products than it now 
seem" reasonable to expeob." 

" The Btoal situation of the Treasury is 
still an unsettled factor, and absolute con- 
fidence is impossible bo long aa such a sen- 
sitive problem remains unsolved. On this, 
the " bulls " count upon tho oertalnty of our 
forcing or marjii'uverlng our way through 
this diffioulty. Tho " bears " magnify the 
dangor. Wo ought to bo able to placo some 
confidence in the ultimate action of tho com- 
bined wisdom of tho banks and the govern- 
ment ; but at present neither party is giving 
any enaouragomont to euch trust ; and, for 
our part, wo aro unablo to see how the 
favorable natural faotors above referred to 
can be oxpeoted to mako any vigorous head- 
way bo long aa there 1b no attempt to grapple 
with this radical disruption ot normal re- 
lations between tho two groat financial 
powers — the Treasury and tho Clearing 
House."

Excellent Returns From Various 
Hydraulic Claims— Kich Strike 
in Downie Pasw. 




Cariboo Gold Fields Co. Actively at 
Work on Williams Creek- 
Prices of Goods. 

(Spocial Correspondence of tho Colonist.) 
Barkervillb, Aug. 23.— Bslow will be 
found a ahorb report of the season's work 
around here. There have been some vory 
good cleanups, among tho best being C E. 
Newton's, on Stout's Gulch— 550 ounces, 
with the assistance of four men. 

Flynn Bros., Moiquito Creek, took out 
$.'i,000 from 6.000 yards of earth, with two 
men. Tho old Alabama claim, on the same 
creek, has taken another good turn, a now 
piy streak having boon atruck, from which 
SO ounces were taken out of a cut In the 
new face, which measures only 200 yards, 
tho average being §72 to the yard. There 
are 10,000 yards of the same gravel in 
Bight. The ground is tho anoiont bod of a 
stream. I saw nuggets all tho way from $5 
to §55, which were taken out this summer 
on Mosquito creek, the pay being from tho 
graEB routs down. 

TheEye-Oponer olaim, on Williams oreek, 
has done fairly well, several hundred ounces 
having boeu cleaned up. Ono olaim haB 
been only partly worked this soason. 

Tho Wuvtrly claim, on Grouso creek, haa 
done better tins year than usual, as also tho 
other claims on the same creek. 

A new strike was made about two months 
ago on Six Mile creek, a tributary of Swift 
river, juan above the Snowshoo trail, whioh 
is paying $6 per day to tho man and good 
coarse gold. 

The Cteat atriko made for years is in tho 
Downio paaa, six miles from Barkorville, in 
an old beaver meadow. Tho deepest ground 
there ia only fourteen feet, and the pay ia 
from tho grass root down. It is a very com 
mon thing to get $3 to the pan and often ai 
high aa §9, but water ia ecarce and ovory 
bit of earth has to bo Bhovelled into the 
sluice boxes. 

Another now strike ia reported to-day by 
any eyewitness a mile from the meadows 
above mentioned, with 75o to the pan on an 
average. 

The San Juan Company on Horton oreek, 
five miles from Cottonwood, havo Btruok 
good pay Bixtyfivo feet to bed rock, and 
are now engaged in putting in power for 
hoisting. 

The Bonanzi Compary on Lightning creek 
are down 102 feet, aud a drift of 450 feet 
long haa roaohed tho old channel, where 
great things are expected. 

F. C. Laird, on Willow river, is pushing 
ahead his drift to roach bed rock on the 
rim, when he wih sink about eighty feet and 
thon drift baok again for the main 
channel. They average thirty six feet of 
drifting a woek through hard pan Mr. Laird 
haB recovered fromafour weeks illness caused 
in some accountable way with a horse, which 
he was leading at Stanley, and is now able 
to be around and oversee tho work himself. 

The Cariboo Gold Fields Co. am progress- 
ing very well with their work, a large num- 
ber of white mon being employed on the 
pipe line ditoh. Several hundred Chinamen 
are at work on the big ditch, which will be 
nearly eleven miles long, three foot deep 
aud seven feob wido. They have already 
commenced tho trostlo work to carry the 
pipe past the town, which will take about 
2,000 feet of trestling. The pay roll for 
whites alono is about $5,000 per month. The 
contraob for the ditoh was let to a Chinese 
firm, they being oonelderably lower than 
any otherB. Tho prioe is somowhoro near 
$30,000. 

Taken aa a whole Cariboo will turn out 
double the quantity of gold this than laat. 

Haying is in full swing and prioea good — 
$40 per ton for marah graas and $60 per ton 
for timothy hay. Eggs are $1 por dozen; 
potatoes Boaroo, but plenty of beef of tho 
finest kind and bread to oat with it at 25 
centB per loaf of two pounda. Tinned fruit 
and vegetables are $7.50 per dozen tins of 
ono quart oaah. Flour costs from $7 to 
$8.50 per 100 lba. and sugar 7 lbs for $1, 
but poatago stamps remain at the eame old 
price, viz, 3 cents each. W. E. L.

The proceeding oould not by any possibility 
do any good to tho caueo of Homo Rule out 
of Ireland and lb was oaloulatod to do lb a 
great deal of hRrm. Ib Is, of courae, impos- 
sible to tell how many aeata tho Liberals 
losb In England and Sootland on aoaount of 
tho oandidaturo and election of D.0y bub we 
venture to say that they were not few. To 
show how the election of thin man ia re- 
garded by intelligent and presumably im- 
partial Amerioans wo will reproduce tho 
mildest part of what the New York Times 
eald in a recent uumbor aboub " The Daly 
Cbbo ": 

It ia unfortunate for tho ciuse of Ireland 
that John D»ly Bhould have allowed him- 
self to become a candidate for the House of 
Commons while he was yet a couviot serv- 
ing a term of imprisonment for having baon 
concerned in a dynamite plot. Ib iB atill 
moro uniortunute that all tho Nationalist 
members of the Houso should have voted to 
refer his caao to a committee instead of 
acquiescing in tho canceling of hiB elootion. 

Thero was no diaputo at all aboub the 
facts, which wero boforo the Houso in tho 
form of ollioial certificates. Neither was 
thero any proteuBe that D-iiy was nob justly 
conviotod. In the first plaao, to admit to a 
legislative body a convict who had nob been 
purgod of hia guilt by a full pardon whioh 
should amount to an acquittal upon the 
ground of newly discovered evidence, would 
be to hold the laws and tho lawmaking pow- 
er up to public contompt. In tho aoeond 
place, there ia an express statute in England 
prohibiting tho Beating of any convict who 
may have been eleoted. 

In the third place, and thia ia politically 
the moat important, Daly's crime waB par- 
ticularly doteatable and allowed him to ba 
an enemy of tho human race. Assassination 
of a politioal enemy is a Boriona enough of- 
fence, but it by no meanB involvea tho same 
degree of turpitude aa a dynamito plot, 
which is nothing but an attempt at promiB- 
ououa massacre. 



THE ORPHANS' HOME. 

It is to bo hopod that those who take an 
interest in that most beneficent institution, 
the Protostant Orphans' Home, will nob 
allow the exeuraion to morrow to be a fail- 
ure. Tho Homo iB, wo understand, badly 
In need of funds. It is absolutely nocoo- 
aary, if the orphans are to continue to 
be fed, clothed and taken caro of, that 
money should be raised. There aro, we 
know, many counter-attraotlona for Satur- 
day—none of them, we aro vory sure, 
intended to intorfero with the excur- 
sion for the benefit of the orphans — 
bub thore is a way in whioh this anfortnnate 
■bate of things can bo prevented from injur 
ing the cause of tho children, and that is for 
overyone who is prevented by prior en 
gagement or by duty from joining tho ex 
cnr&ion on the Joan to bay tickets and to 
proaent them to those who can go and who 
will enjoy the outing. The excursion ia 
certain to be a very pleasant one. The 
Joan has ample accommodation for a lurge 
party of excursionists. The weather ia 
almost certain to bo delightful and tho 
managora have mado evory preparation for 
the enjoyment and tho accommodation of the 
excursionists. Let tho Joan, then, have a 
full freight on Saturday. It ia Boldom that 
the kicd-heartod citizens of Victoria have 
tho opportunity of doing ao much good and 
giving bo much pleasure at small cost as by 
purchasing tickets for the .Orphans' Home 
excursion. We truat that those who have 
tickets to diBpoBO of will be aa buay us beo 
to-day, and that by to-morrow morning 
there will not be a Binglo one left unsold. 

THE RIGHT MAN. 

We aro not surprised to find that the 
news of the virtual appointment of Lord 
Wolseloy to the post of Commander-in-Chiof 
of tho British army has been gludly wel 
aomed by men of all parties in both (iroat 
Britain and tho Colonlos. Lord Wolsoloy it 
a soldier by profoasion. He haa seen service 
in many lands and haa won promotion and 
honora by his ability and his courage. It is 
only right and reasonable that the man at 
tho head of tho British Army Bhould bo a 
votoran who has provod himself tn bo well 
versed in everything pertaining to the 
organisation of tho army, aa well aa to what 
ib requires whon engaged in actua 
warfare. It will be indeed Bin 
gular if the British army Is not 
greatly bonofitod by having at its bond a 
man who understands military Bcionco and 
who haa oarnod distinction in the Hold. An 
amateur, let him bo ovor ao able and j-.oulous, 
and let him havo tho advice of tho best prac- 
tical mon, oannot be expootod to do work 
whioh requiroa for ita proper performance 
all tho knowlodgo and all the ability of tlio 
moBb ominonb man in his profession. Tho 
promotion of Lord Wolaoley will no doubt 
bo popular, bub it will bo moro than popular 
and bettor than popular— ib will bo right, 



1 THE DALY GASES." 



A late cablegram informs us that whon 
tho Abtornoy Gonoral moved " that aa John 
Daly, recontly olooted to Parliament for 
Limerick, waa a oonvicb aorving o torm of 
Imprisonment for folony hia elootion ho can 
collod," Mr. Timothy Harrington, Parnoll 
ibe, moved an amondment referring tho 
caao to a oommittoo. We are further told 
that tho Abtornoy General's motion waa 
carried, and that tho minority vote was 
composed almoBb exclusively of Irish mom 
bora. 

Ib ia hard to undorsband why mon who 
had tho cauao of Home Rule ut heart should 
tako tho action they did with regard to 
John Daly. Ib seems to ub that they 
could nob havo done anything bettor 
caloulatod to damage their cauao in the 
estimation of mon favorablo to Homo Rale 
bath in Great Britain and Amoriaa than to 
set np Daly as a candidate for membership 
In tho Houso of CommonB and to elect him 



A MISTAKEN SENATOR. 



It might bo thought thab the public mon 
of tho United States would know aB much 
about the Constitution of Canada and tho 
way in whioh its publla affairs are managed 
aa they do of the mode of government and 
tho political condition of their own country; 
but tbay do nob. Prominent American pub- 
lic men are bo this day wonderfully ignorant 
of the naturo of tho relations between Great 
Bribain and Canada and of tho Canadian 
polity. Senator Frye, about whom people 
on this Bide of the national boundary lino 
have heard a good deal at one time and an- 
other, vlaltod Nova Scotia lately. To a re- 
porter of tho Philadelphia PreBS ho said : 

*' It is singular how much noarer to us 
than to Canada in overy sense the people of 
Nova Sootla are. All their trade is with 
us. They do nothing with Canada. Nova 
Sootia would ho much moro appropriately 
a part i f the United States. She Ib only an 
expense now to Groab Britain. I believe 
the English peoplo would have no objection 
to relinquishing Nova Scotia to us." 

" How about Canada ?" I asked. 

" I think hor poople are nob yeb ready for 
annexation. But I believe thab bhe eolutlon 
of the Canadian problem ia to be found in 
self-government, and I boliove thab tho 
English would nob oppose that. The 
trouble is thab thia move must start with 
the people of Canada, and they have 
number of legislators and officers 
whose life positions would be for 
feitod by a ohango in government and 
naturally these objoot to a ohango. All of 
the membera of tho upper branch 
of the Canadian parliament hold 
otEco for life. If the objections of 
theBe people could bo overcome, Canada 
could be independent of Great Britain, and 
we could make a satisfactory reciprocal trade 
agroemont with liar very quickly. I believe 
thab I could draw up in twenty days an 
agreemenb bhab would be in bhe main Batis 
factory to both partios. Canada wantB to 
sell us her farm products and tako our manu 
faotured goods. Greab Britain naturally 
objeota to paying 40 or 50 per cent, on 
manufactured articlea Bent to Canada whilo 
oura go in freo. Self government for Canada 
would solve the commercial problem bo 
tween the countriea." 

The day haB gono by whon any intelligent 
man who haa a regard for hia reputation 
and who is nob deairoua of incurring bhe re 
proaoh of being bobind the timea will asaert 
thab the Engliah poople would havo no ob- 
jection to rolinqulBhing any oolony or tho 
part of any oolony to the United Statea. 
Tho Engliah poople now approoiato the value 
of colonioB. Tho idea, from a British point 
of view, of giving up Nova Scotia with its 
magnificent harbors and ita vaBt mineral re 
sources, to tho United Statoa without b 
struggle muat strike ovory Englishman ao 
well as every Canadian aa being tho vory 
climux of abaurdlty. 

It ia a wondor thab ib did nob strlko Sen- 
ator Frye that, if annoxation is bo essential 
to tho proapority of Nova Sootla aa he ro 
proaontB it to bo, that Nova Sootians are ig 
norant of tho fact. There Ib no annexation 
party in Nova Sootla. Thero la, as far 
wo know, nob a single newspaper in tho 
Province that ventures to advocate union 
with tho Unitod Statea. Nova Sootiana, in 
faob, havo alwaya baon romarkablo for their 
loyalty. They havo boon from tho oarlioab 
history of tho colony, aa thoy thomBolvoa 
exproBB it, " truo blue," and thoy no doubt 
aro so still. 

It does not say much for the intelligence 
or tho diacornmonb of Senator Frye, that ho 
has not found out that Canadians from Capo 
Broton to Vanaouvor Island aro a self gov 
orning people They aro for all practical 
purposes quito as much so as aro the poople 
of tho Unitod States. It is not so long ago 
that tho world witnessed tho spectacle of a 
fow old gentlomou representing an insignifi- 
cant proportion of both tho territory and 
tho population of tho United Stales, 
for purposoB that wero both sel- 
fish and faotioua, blocking tho leg! 
latlon of Congreas and thwarting tho will 
of the peoplo, aa ib was expressed in tho 
cloareab manner at tho polls. This oould 
nob havo boon dono in Canada. If tho 
poople of this Dominion roturnod a large 
majority to tbo Houbo of Commons to oarry 
out a certain lino of polioy a clique 
of Boheming Sonatora would nob daro 
to attempb to sob bheir will and 
their potty Intoroata againat the will 
of tho vast majority of tho poople. They 
would have to obey the mandate of tho 
majority or make up thoir minds to suffer 



extinction. The poople of Canada are, In 
all things Canadian, sovereign in roality, 
although they do not make a great deal of 
fuss aboub ib. Their will, whon ib ia once 
constitutionally expressed, must bo promptly 
and unhositatingly obeyed. 

If " tho solution of the Canadian problem 
Ib to be found in self-government," it is 
already Bolved. For the Canadians are self- 
governed. It ia singular thab ib did not 
occur to Senator Fryo that five millions of 
peoplo mainly of Anglo-Saxon extraction 
would not ba found living poaoeably and 
contentedly in a oolory, or anywhoro else, 
:f their government waa nob Buoh us thoy 
approved. It ia, we submit, impossible 
to Imagine a poople more contented with 
their political condition then are tho 
peoplo of Canada. Thero is nob a sign of 
discontoub or disorder from one end of the 
Dominion to the othor. There aro no peo- 
plo in tho world aa froo from serious and 
threatening political agitation aa aro tho in- 
habitants of thia Dominion of Canada. 
Would, wo ask, thiB be the case if tho Gov- 
ornmont of their country wero nob Bulled to 
tho circumstances and tho disposition of the 
people J 

If Canadians had a grievance, if they 
wore nob ploasod with the Government 
undor which thoy livo, would, wo ask, the 
fow vory respectable old and eldorly gentlo- 
mon who compose the Sonato and a number 
of civil sorvanta bo allowed for a moment to 
Btand in tho way of their havingb ho griev- 
ance oi which they complained redressed, 
and of thoir getting what they wantod ? 
Those who know the peoplo of Canada aro 
vory euro that they would not. 

Another of tho antiquated notions of 
which Senator Fryo has nob jot god rid is 
that Nova Scotia or any othor part of tho 
Dominion of Canada " is only an expense 
now to Groat Britain." Ho ought to know 
that Canada pays hor own way. If this 
Dominion wore annoxod to tho United 
Statea to-morrow Groat Britain would not 
bo justified in decreasing hor war establish- 
ments by a aingle man or a single gun. 
Every soldier she haa and evory ship ahe 
possesses would bo required for the protec- 
tion of her vast commerce and the defence 
of tho Empire. Tho loss of Nova Scotia 
would indeed bo aevoroly felt), for thero are 
few naval stations of greater Importance 
than Halifax, and tho coal mines of the 
province are, from an Imperial point of 
view, of very great value. Senator Frye 
ought not to be proud of his Philadelphia 
uttoranco, for it proved that aa a utatoBman 
ho ranks very low and that ho does nob 
occupy a very high plaoe among intelligent 
privato citizens.

The B.C.B.G.A. band will glvo a concert 
at Boaoon Hill park on Sunday afternoon, 
on which occasion thoy will play, for the fink 
time in public, a novel descriptive piece en- 
titled "The Musical Critic's Dream." A 
musical critic had sovorely oritioisod an em- 
inent organist for introducing into an offer- 
tory a well known popular molody, and do- 
olarod thab such music was ignoble. That 
night the critio had a dream in which ho saw 
a group of the old masters, who oondenined 
his declaration, and assorted that no music 
could be Ignoble if nobly treated. To prove 
this statement, eaoh seatod himself at an 
organ and rendered ono of his beat known 
compositions, introducing tho condemned 
popular melody as the leading theme. The 
critio thon to his amazement realized that 
tho great masters had incorporated this 
popular melody into their greateat works — 
or might have done so.

" DEFENDER " AND " VIGILANT." 

Admirable Exhibition Mailo by tho American 
Champion-ShelDefeats tho " Vlfrllant." 

New Yoke, Aug. 29.— The Defender do- 
foatod the Vigilant in a race over a triangu- 
lar course of 24 miios— 8 miles to tho leg — 
outside of Sandy Hook to-day, by 18 min- 
utes ."! I seconds. There wore all kinds of 
weather. A fair breeze of eight knots an 
hour was blowing at tho starb, followed by a 
oalm. A small breeze of ,'i or 4 miles next ap- 
peared. Thon thero was a puff of about 
five milos, bub the most impor- 
tant conditions prevailod on the last 
leg when tho squall camo up from the south- 
west, during whioh for a period of twenty 
minutes ib blew forty miles an hour. The 
Vigilant was compelled to tako in her club 
topsails and sailed for half an hour with- 
out any canvass above hor mainsail. The 
Defender stood tho tost, whioh was 
tho first of tho kind she had over been out 
in, without removing a rog, until tho Bheet 
of hor staysails waB carried away and tho 
sail wua torn into Bhrods by tho gale. It 
was quiokly replaced, however, despite tho 
blow, and tho Dofonder's most ardent cham 
pions wore surprised ab tho way tho boat 
stood up under tho blow. The ship stood 
up as a good ship should, hoeling so llttlo 
t hab her weather qualities wero well proven. 
On all points of sailing, reaching, cIobo 
hauled and before tho wind, tho Defender 
gained her on opponent. Thef allowing 
cable of official tirno gives tho figures :

seconds, Ou tho homo leg, when tho tquail 
struck, Defender simply ran away and 
crossed her lead by 10 minutes 45 seconds. 

Tho Valkyrie camo out from her anohor- 
ugo as the racers wero starting and followod 
thorn at a distance over the course. Tho 
Challenger caught tho sovon or eight mile 
broezo, under which tho Defender and Vigi- 
lant startod, and was carried by it close 
down to the point where tho raoors dropped 
ib. Whon the Valkyrio found herself bo- 
calmed within half a milo of tho Vigilant, 
which wob throoquartors of a mile astern 
of tho Defender, Bhe wont back. No fair 
comparison between tho Valkyrie and tho 
Defender could bo mado, bb tho one had a 
broezo when the other had not. The Valky- 
rie saw the squall coming and promptly took 
down her olub topaaib. Sho already had her 
stay jib Bail and jib down.

Rear- Admiral H F. Stephenson, C. B .yes- 
terday evening had as hta guests His Excel- 
lency the Govornor-Gonoral ond Lady Aber-

8 in.; somewhat oorpu- 
lont ; weight about 178 pounds ; florid com- 
plexion ; blue oyos, rather bloodshot ; thick 
fair hair atroakod with grey, inclined to be 
curly, parted in tho midelle and usually 
worn long ; light colored side whiskors and 
moustache, also streaked with grey ; chin 
shaved ; wore gold cablo coil watch chain 
with aDchor charm attached ; tweed cloth- 
ing and had felt hat. Disappeared from 
Viotoria 23rd inBb."

FISH LIFE. 



ProfesBor Prince Delivers anriAddress Before 
the Natural History So- 
ciety. 

The members of the Natural Hletory So- 
ciety, at their meeting last night, had the 
opportunity of listening to a moat interest 
ing address by Prof. Prince, Dominion fish 
eries commissioner, on the history of fiahoa. 

Professor Prince in commencing his loo 
ture aaid thab scientific Investigation had 
overturned all preconceived notions reapeot 
ing tho life and characteristic featurea of 
young fiehes. It had been long imagined that 
when hatched out from the egg, a young 
fiah resembled its parents, and that if the 
fry of varloua apeclea could be obtained 
shey could be easily recognized. The result 
of elaborato researches carried 
over a period of over ten ysors by 
the lecturer had wholly disproved 
that opinion. The caterpillar and pupa of 
a buttoifly wore wholly unlike the porfect 
insocb, and tho young cf tho most familiar 
fishes passed through stages of lifo in which 
they did not resemble the adult fish with 
which we were all familiar. The salmon, 
herring, ood, halibut and other well-known 
kinds of fiaheB may bo said to pass through 
at least four stages, viz., tho larval, late 
larval, post larval and final condition ; In 
the last they resemble their parents, but 
are of vory email b'v/.s. Fow fishes when 
hatched bear any likonesa to the full-grown 
condition, and these are gonorally 
viviparous. Most fishes deposit eggs, and 
from such eggs there emerge in due time 
minute croatures, generally very transparent 
with a large head and long tail and incom 
moded by a ponderous ball of yolk attaohed 
to their under sido. In a later stago the 
yolk is gone and the breast fins and long tia 
on the back and tail are fully grown. Later, 
the breast fins, and in some species the hind 
pair of fins, become onormoualy dovoloped 
and projoot like wide-sproad fans from the 
aide of the body. These, no doubt, aro otreo 
tive for protco don rather *han locomotion 
In addition to these extraordinary trans- 
formations Professor Prince referred britfly 
to tho colors exhlbitod by immaturo fishes 
A barred coloration is prevalent, of which 
the parr marks in tho salmon and trout aro 
examples. Tho study of young fishes has, 
in various ways, an important bearing on tho 
commercial development of the fisheries in 
rivers, lakes and sou. 

A discussion followed in which matters of 
interost to anglerB were brought up, and a 
vote of thanks to the lecturer oonoludod the 
proceedings. 

NEWFOUNDLAND BANK TROUBLE, 

Shareholders Called Upon to Pay Up tho Full 
Reserve Liability. 

St. Joii-s-s, Nfld., Aug. 28,— Tho trustees 
of tho Commercial Bank mado a csll. upon 
tho shareholders to day for tho full reserve 
liability on shares, which amounts to §200 
on each share. Some of tho loading lawyers 
say that the .shareholders are not liable to 
the truatees and that the lattor cannot forco 
the call. It is furthor contondod that tho 
call was made without direction from the 
Supreme oourb and will consequently have 
to bo revoked. The mattor is cortuin to bo 
prolifia of boundless litigation.

A HOMEMADE HAMMOCK. 

Any One Can Make It and Have Some- 
thine That Will l'.o a D.jIIkIiI. 

It may bo easily constructed out of an 
ordinary barrel and a good length of 
hemp ropo snfficiently .stout to bear the 
weight of a grown person. 

One should be careful to select a 
clean, nicely made ban-el for tho pur- 
pose. 

If there is no empty one to bo found 
in tho storeroom or cellar of your home, 
it may be purchased at any grocery store 
for 25 cents or less. Remove tho top and 
bottom of tho barrel, and three inches 
from tho edge, both top and bottom, 
bore holes by means of a gimlot between 
tho staves all around. 

Thus you havo u row of holes at each 
ond of the barrel, through which may 
bo laced tho rope, inside and out, am! 
fastened firmly at a chosen stavo on 




either side. You will bo surprised to 
find how nicely tho ropes will adjust 
themselves in tho half circle or grooves 
afforded by the gimlet, holes. 

Knock off tho barrel hoops, and your 
hammock will fall at your feet, tin 
staves opening out smoothly, held se- 
curely by t ho ropes. 

Ropes attached at tho four corners 
will swing tho hammock from stout 
brass hooks fastened on tho tree trunks 
on tho lawn, or between a piazza post 
and tho house, upon the latter. 

There is a deal of luxury in this sim- 
ple, homely device. Tho swell of the 
stavo toward tho center will bo found 
to exactly fit tho back when in a reclin- 
ing position, and, moreover, this ham- 
mock will not double up and incase one 
iu uncertainty of getting in and out, as 
tho net ones aro so prone to do. 

For tho lawn tho hammock need only 
receivo a coat of English enamel paint 
in some bright, cheery color and bo fit- 
ted with a Japanese rush pillow, or cir- 
cular net, which can bo purchased for 
10 cents, but for tho piazza wo havo 
seen one elaborately decorated. 

It was painted a vivid yollow, and 
the ropes had been stretched over in 
crimson wool, finished in bunches of 
pompons that hung from tho brass hooks 
that suspended tho hammock. 

A very thin pad, or mattress, mado 
of hair and covered with a Bagdad rug, 
which hung over tho sides of the ham- 
mock as an oriental valance, added to 
its luxury; besides this there was a nest 
of down cushions gay in bandanna covers 
piled at one end. — Exchange.

Clara Shortridge Foltz. 

A New York exchange remarks: 
"Mrs. Clara Shortridge Foltz of Cali- 
fornia, attorney and counselor at law, 
is now at the Waldorf. Mrs. Foltz un- 
derstands tho art of dressing as well as 
sho understands law. Her appearance is 
that of a striking society woman. Sho 
wears Paris gowns and silk petticoats 
and exceedingly feminine frills. She is 
exceedingly womanly in appearance. 

"But if Mrs. Foltz does not look like 
a woman lawyer she talks like one. 
When sho speaks, on o discovers tho legal 
bent of her mind. Sho is decisive, quick, 
a bit dramatic, and probes every subject 
to the bottom. 

"When sho grow to bo a big girl, sho 
read Blackstono with as much interest 
as tho ordinary young person would 
show in a love story. And this lovo of 
tho law, combined with energy and hard 
work, has made Mrs. Foltz tho success 
£ul lawyer that sho is. 

"Though sho is a remarkably young 
looking woman, sho is the mother of live 
children. On Sept. 5, 187'.), sho was ad- 
mitted to tho bar of tho district courts 
Of California and a few months later 
to tho supreme court. In 1890 sho was 
admitted to tho bar of tho supremo court 
of tho United States. 

"Mrs. Foltz has a very large general 
practice. She lias confined herself to the 
civil branches of tho law. Her victory 
in tho Hustings collogo caso is famous, 
and it was through her efforts that the 
college was oponed to women law stu- 
dents. 

"Sho believes that all women should 
have at loast somo kuowledgo of law, 
particularly of tho statutes of tho state 
and tho ordinances of tho city in which 
they live. Sho declares that women rea- 
son as clearly as men do and that tho 
all around woman of today is not sway- 
■bd by ber feelings any more than is tho 



avor;;ge man. A woman to bo a success- 
ful lawyer must have a thorough educa- 
tion, a clear head, quiet nerves and a 
natural lovo of the work. " 



To Lighten Sunday's Work. 
Mrs. JRorer has lately furnished to 
housewives somo menus for cold dinners 
that are ideal, say for a Sunday when 
the thermometer is above 90. Many of 
tho dishes can be prepared one day and 
leave very littlo cooking for the next. 
These models will, I hope, suggest other 
combinations as good to the housekeeper 
Who wishes to lighten the summer bur- 
den of life for herself or for those wdio 
prepare lior dinners. Could anything be 
more appetizing than a cold soup made 
from sour cherries, cold roast mutton 
with chile sauce, sliced tomatoes, salad 
of string beans, wafers with cheese und 
!in old fashioned rice pudding? A sec- 
ond menu as attractive consists of rieo 
and tomato soup, cold boiled chicken in 
a pie, jelly, tomatoes and cucumbers on 
lettuce, cream cheese with wafers and 
fruit. 

But these menus, you will perhaps 
say, are luncheons, and no food for a 
hungry man, yet they are nutritions, 
light, cooling and easily digested. Cold 
deviled fish, left from the boiled or 
roast fish of the previous day, easily 
prepared for a fish course; potato salad, 
creamy, cold and well seated in a 1 d 
of crisp lettuce leaves; calf's live 
made into a mock pato do foie gras, cold 
roasts garnished with parsley or nas 
turtium blossoms and leaves, cold voire 
table salads, veal loaf and t ■•iigne air 
all good dishes for cold dinners in sun- 
nier. 

If cold meat will not be t derated f >r 
dinner, have a chilling dish, in which 
it, can be warmed in many attractive 
ways. Cold vegetables, sncli us ospara 
gun, peas or string beans, can be used 
for the next day's salad. Fruits, cold 
puddings and ices may bo used forthe 
dessert, and a dozen ways of simplifying 
lifo without making it less attractive, 
but rather adding to its delight, will 
soon occur to tho diligent student of 
cooler and less laborious living. 



It has become fashionable to poke fun 
at Chicago. The great, busy, rushing, 
hustling city is made the subject of no 
end of friendly ridicule, if such torm bo 
allowed. Yet out of Chicago come many 
lessons that deserve more than passing 
notice — in fact are worthy of study and 
emulation. It is a Chicago mother who 
has just given the world an illustration 
of tho depth and intensity of a mother's 
lovo that may well lead timid manhood 
to fear for the power of the coming wo- 
man. 

It was a divorce caso in which an at- 
torney asked tho mother as to tho whoro- 
abouts of her daughter, whom tho father 
had not seen for years, and it is claimed 
that tho discovery of the daughter is tho 
side aim of tho father in tho caso. The 
mother declined to give the desired in- 
formation, when sho was informed by 
the court that she must give it or go to 
prison. This mother did not go into hys- 
terics nor create a scene in court, but 
calmly iuformi d tho court that she did 
not regard the father as a safe guardian 
for the child and could not think of 
placing her in his power. 

When again assured that she must tell 
or go (o jail, the mother asserted her 
readiness to take her secret to prison 
with her. The country will respect the 
opinions and rulings of courts and 
clamor for tho upholding of tho majesty 
of tho law. But there must be a thrill- 
ing response to tho spirit of tho mother 
and ;i longing to weave a laurel wreath 
for the lovo that looks through courts 
and cross examinations and criticisms 
and prison bars and sees only tho object 
of its yearning and solicitude.

Pier stories in the magazines 
show another facet of her many sided 
power. A volume of them entitled 
"Meadow Grass" has been published.

The Hat includoa 
tho caribou, deer, bull elk, bull mooao, hare, 
mountain goat, mountain sheop (ram) and 
bull wapiti, all of whioh may bo killed in 
any part of tho province from Septomber 1 
to December 31 ; the bittern, duck, horo a 
and plover, whioh east of the Casoades r JJk y 
be killed until the end of Uecembjr, an j 
west of the Caaoadoa until tha ond o^ Febru- 
ary. Tho fool hen or Franklin's p /oua0) the 
ordinary grouso, moadow lark p, n d ptarmi- 
gan may be killed east of ', no Cascades 
from September 1 to Novem' OBr 15 . weBt f 
the CascadeB during tho m. ont hB of October 
and Novembor. Cook pheasants may bo 
taken on Vancouver l',(and from October 1 
to January .'.51 , but are permanenbly pro- 
tected on the Mainland, as are hen pheaB- 
ants in all parts of the provinco. As the new 
game act of laab session made several 
ohanges in the law it will be well for sports 
men to post themeolvea before commenclag 
their season's campaign. Above all they 
should bear in mind that on Vancouvor 
island or the islands adjacont grouse shoot- 
ing no longer commoncea on Septomber 1. 

There seems to ba somo misnndorstanding 
regarding the shooting season owing to the 
statement in section (j of tho not to theefTeot 
that it is unlawful to offer or expose for sale 
ony blue grouse, wild duck of allkinds, haro, 
deer, caribou, wapiti, moose, mountain goat 
or mountain sheop before the firBb of Sep- 
tember in oach yoar, or any willow grouBe 
or rufllid grousobeforo first of November in 
each year. Sportsmen muab be governed by 
what they can do under aectlon 15 
of the act which ia clearly shown 
in the synopeia issued by Mr. 
Huaaey, Buperinterdanb of Provincial 
Police. In drafting section 6 of the game 
act an error Beema to have boon oommitted 
as to tho date when birds, etc, may be of 
fered for aale ; bub such animals and birds, 
etc., as aro referred to In the said seotlon 
may bo offared for aale east of the Cascades, 
where the season openB on Semtembor 1. It 
Is quite clear that if it is to be unlawful to 
Bhoot woat of tho Caaoadea before Oatobor 
1, no game can bo sold or offered for aalo 
before that dote.
